President Roosevslf hns, with the co- 
operation of the Postmaster General and 
his assistants, inaugurated one of the most 
thorough investigations ever conducted in 
a department of tho government and one 
which, while it la only in the initial -stage, 
has resulted In ono resignation aud gives 
promise of uncovering a series of • the 
gravest irregularities. The investigation 
deals with the divisions of salaries and 
allowances and of free delivery in the post- 
office department. Repeated charges of 
corraption in these divisions convinced the 
Poslm'oster General that Affairs were not as 
as they should be and when the matter was 
brought to thelattentioa of the President 
he immediately authorized a most'sweep- 
ing investigation. 

The courage required to take thia step 
can hardly be realized by persons uhfamll*. 
iar with the inner workings of the depart' 
ment. The heads oE these divisions have 
long been in a position to grant favors, 
often of the utmost importance to almost 
every member oE congress and by this 
means have acquired a political "pull" of 
nstonisbing proportions.- Often the fa\-ora 
so granted, while innocent from the stand- 
point of the legislator applying for \t, has 
actually been prejudicial to the best inter- 
ests of the'service. Clerk hire nnd supply 
accounts have been granted with a Invlsh 
hand, the object being to gnin favor with 
the members of congress who have applied 
for these grants rather than to further the 
interests of the postal service. But it is 
intimated that the oilicints involved have 
not been content with distributing funds 
nnd supplies in nn e^trnvnernnt manner but 
Imvc gone furtber and organized n pool by 
which they have criminally profiled by the 
Fide of supplies to the government and it 
is churned they have received a commission 
on every mail-box purchased, especially 
those used on rural routes, nnd have other-

tubes to nn exhnuHt cylinder, jtence it 
Is empties Into tho furnace for^moleto 
destruction. 

The process Is simple enough. When 
spring cleaning is to be done a machine 
Is sent. to _the. house provided with n pair 
of vacuum pumps operated -by n motor, 
which serves' to maintain on, exhaust of 
several pounds to the m-miro Inch; Huso 
is connected with this exhaust, nnd ter- 
minates in so-called cleaners' which are 
tubes flattened at the end with a long 
silt. The cleaners are rubbed -back and 
forth over ths carpets, - chair covering, 
e Jo,, and all ths.duit 1« quickly sucked 
oat. It Is removed not only from the 
surface, but from tho body of tho car- 
pet

At tho present time there ore between 
375,000 and 400,000 tenants of Irlsh-aoll 
Who havo buen suffering Uio evils of tho 
landlord Byeteni. In those cases where 
landlords were willing to sell their lands' 
and thus put thotennnt In tho way of 
becoming an independent land owner the 
landlords' prices were higher than the 
tenants could possibly pay, ■ The British 
government's present plan Is to colve the 
difficulty by'ndvanclng a sum Bullleient to 
satisfy the landlords, permitting tho ten- 
ants to pay back ;Ih yearly Installments 
tho price they can afford and virtually 
making up tlia difference out of tho Brit- 
ish treasury. It 'has been estimated that 
With tho pcaco' and security that will 
follow tho wiping out of landlordism tha 
Irish pollco force of- 14,000 men can he 
reduced to ofic-third or one-quartcrof its 
present size. This reduction nlone would 
Cause a great saving to the English tax- 
payer. V

lords and tenants, alike; shall prove siic 
ccssful a bettor day -Is- dawning for Ire-

The report of Representative Patter- 
son on his investigations at the p eo.nl 
and reformatory institutions of ' the 
state, which has Just been given to. the 
house, lias attracted unusual '" Interest 
mid much discussion, -It. Is' not un- 
likely that sonie action will be tnken 
to bring about a uefcler atnte of affairs 
if the conditions "complained of by Mr! 
Pnttersou ns existing lit some of the 
Institutions are found to be In exlst- 
'euce. 

Excellent Discipline nt .toilet. 

On the whole, Mr, Patterson |ted3 
the state penitentiaries to bo conduct- 
ed In satisfactory manner. With the 
conditions existing at the prison nt 
Jollet ho Is particularly pleased, The 
discipline, he Duds. Is excellent and 
the Institution, he declares, is the 
standard In every respect. Conditions 
nt the prison at Chester, too, am fair- 
ly good, although a certain InBsltnde 
is described afl existing. Mr. Patter- 
son pay* high compliment to Dr. Wal- 
ter B. Songer, physician In charge .of 
the asylum for the criminal ItiBane at 
Chester. Tho physician's position lie 
chnrnclorizcB ns extremely dlillculfto 
fill because or the lack of facilities 
and other shortcomings In the Institu- 
tion. Mr. Patterson compliments the 
wardens of both Institutions upon tho 
rammer In which the clerical depart- 
ments of the work are run. 

Regarding tho conditions existing 
at the state reformatory nt Pontine, 
Mr. Patterson Is far from pleased. 
Methods, he thinks, should be revolu- 
tionized In the place. On this sub- 
ject he says: 

"I believe the Illinois state reforms-, 
tory at Pontine Is slighUy run. Dis- 
cipline should be more strictly en- 
forced as a reform school than as a 
penitentiary; for the reform school 
boyn mny be made decent while the 
ease of the convict Is often hopeless.. 
Probably, Indeed, less In the way of 
discipline should be domnoded of the 
criminal boy than tho criminal man, 
but what Is demanded should be more 
thoroughly exacted from the boy. Dis- 
cipline mny reform him. It only pun- 
ishes thejuan and keeps him In tem- 
porary order," 

Don Idle In (lie Shops. 

Discipline among the older boys In 
the reformatory, Mr. Patterson de- 
scribes ns poor, He says a consider- 
able percentage of the boya were Idle 
In all the shops at tho time of his 
visit In the school room, he says, the 
hoys were lounging about in careless 
fashion; the school rooms are littered 
with paper nnd chalk and a general 
air of slovenliness 1b apparent all 
about the place, lie believes there Is 
considerable petty Intrigue among the 
imploycs, 

A bitter fight has developed In the 
legislature over the proposltlou to 
change the law relative to dealings In 
privileges on the board of trade nnd 
elsewhere Jn the state. A bill Is pend- 
ing which provides for the out and out 
repeal or the section of the criminal 
code which pnuallzes'tlte dealing In 
puts and calls and other bills with 
practically the same object In view, 
have been Introduced nnd are now "In 
the hands of committee. A strong 
lobby In support of the measures bus 
flocked to tho city, and a determined' 
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effort will be made to rootm tha pas> 
sago of at least ono of the meaiuro*. 
■.■'■ B|ndment- on the board : of trade,, 
"where., the' effect of the proposed 
'^change; In the laws would be most felt, 
Is divided .'on the 'subject. : It Is ad- 
nHtted^thu't n_Jnrge amount. of busi- 
ness thitt'.mlght be done In Illinois Is 
lost'- to this state i because of the. law 
prohibiting dchlitig In privileges, bur, 
.oh the other "hnud, mnny of the-lend- 
tng inembei^of the bQni'd of trade de- 
clare that this business Is not tit; all 
desirable. It Is said that the repeal of 
tho- present, law would mean' a decided 
lowering '.of the moral standard of the 
commercial mart of the state and 
woulid admit an undesirable class of 
"traders" to the business — clerks hud 
.other young fellows who can Ill-afford 
•the almost certain losses tlint attend 
such dealings. The bill providing for 
a. repeal of the present statute wjis 
'considered at length In committee last 
week, but no action was taken. It 1b 
probable' that the fate of the measure 
will be determined before the expira- 
tion of. the- present legislative weejs. 

The fate of tho civil service hill 
when It reaches the senate is a matter 
bffmjuch -speculation. It Is still hoped 
by many of the friends of the- meas- 
ure as it was originally drafted, that 
the senate will strike out the referen- 
dum amendment and that the bill. will 
bo sent back to the house- and will 
finally. be passed in nbout the same 
.form' that it was presented to that' 
body by Governor Yates. 

lis fo rend am Aiuoutfmeat; 

The referendum amendment at- 
tached to the bill by the house it gen- 
erally, looked upon as the millstone 
that will drown the measure beneath 
the ballots of the electors of the state. 
'Under this provision It Is necessary 
lor the, proposition to receive tho fav- 
orable vote of the majority of all the 
ballots" cast in the next general elec- 
tion. While a majority of the vot- 
ers might be favorable to the proposi- 
tion, It Is a well known- fact that 
propositions of this sort on the bottom 
of a blanket-ballot, such as Is voted In 
a general election, seldom receive a 
largo, per cent of the total vote .cast. 
This Ib w hat 1_b feared by the friends 
of the* measure. 

. What, action will be taken by the 
senate' on tho measure la difficult to 
predict. While a number of the mem- 
bers of. that body are openly hostile 
"to civil service In any form, a large 
majority of them declare they are 
favorable to the merit syetemos a gen- 
eral proposition but scarcely a one Is 
entirely in eympathy with tho bill na 
It' has passed the house.. It 1b almost 
certain that a number of. amendments 
will, be offered when the bill reaches 
second rending lu tho Berinte and the 
discussion Is 'likely to be ns long 
drawn out and as bitterly contested 
as It was' in the house. 

HrlcIuoB Bnlnry ^ Bill, 

_ The Erlckson salary bill, Increas- 
ing' the compensation of members of 
the general assembly from' §1,000 to 
$2,000 . a session, will come up In tho 
house, again tomorrow. Indications 
are thaf the. measure wilt. be defeated, 
although' Its supporters niayibe able 
to get together suiflcientid^ehgth ;to 
carry it through. A humbcr'o'f ^the* Re- 
publican members are fearfufthnt the 
passage of the bill would react on the 
party, although no party nor faction- 
al lines have bciMi drawn In its sup- 
port. When the measure was put on 
its passage last week only DO votes 
could bo gathered to its support and 
to save the life of the bill its consid- 
eration was postponed before the vote 
was announced. 

Another subject to be acted upon 
tomorrow to which general interest Is 
'attached Is tho proposition for the en- 
largement of the sanitary district, of 
the city of Chicago by the annexation 
of Evnnswn and Calumet districts. 
The sub-committee of the senate com- 
mittee on drainage has this matter In 
hand and ji lively debate is expected 
.when the subject Is brought up. Sev- 
eral" of the tSwiinnge ^commissioners 
will. .be -'in;; attendance at the commit- 
tee, meeting for the purpose, of . pre- 
senting their side of. tho question. 

Caldwell for Governor^

Tho treaty of - reciprocity, between 
Cuba and tlic United States, ns amended 
by tho.Seiiate of.'tlie United; States, wns 
npprOvcd In tho Cuban Senate by a voto 
of 12. to 0. This approval Is absoluto 
nnd Is not hampered by. any' conditions,, 
the.- questionable", dine-, llinlt amcudtuciit 
having been "dispensed 'with through tho 
receipt of a cable messngo- from Secre- 
tary Hay In which' It r w' lfil positively fio- 
clared that President Itooscvelt would 
call a, apeelnl session bf- Congress prior 
to Dec. 1. 

The purpprt-of this assurance was 
transmitted to the Senate .by President 
Pnlnin nnd rend- nt Uie beginning of tlio 
session, nn tmderstnndiiig hnyhig been 
reached .previously with Senators I'.unta- 
mento, Capote and Dolz, compotilng tlio 
majority of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, that the objection nhlo condition 
In" tho report be cHmiuntcd. This was 
doue by. the bhTerlng.of amcttdiiicnts by 
other >ndinlu1stratlon Sen n tors subslltat- 
ing tha unconditional adoption of tlio 
amendments .to the treaty hy tho Ameri- 
can Sennto for tho-minliflcd ncccptnuco 
continued In the origin nl report.
